Compromisc Suggestions. 

In the last 24 hours there have 
been suggestions of compromise, be- 
ginning with the statement that. if 
allowed to affiliate with the Ameri- 
can Federation of Labor, the police- 
men would never be called out on 
strike in sympathy with other union 
organizations. Labor leaders hava 
not admitted that they would make 
further concessions. 

At the same time influential per- 


sons have urged that the Governor '| 


refuse to deal with the strikers at 
all, and, in the event of sympathetic 
strikes by the 
workers, car men, telephone opera- 
fors and the building trades, ad- 


vised him to call for Federal troops.

The attitude of the Governor was | 
made known to newspaper men who 
asked him flatly where he stood on’ 
the question of compromise in the 
face of the threat of further strikes 
being voted tonight.

That law-abiding citizens are more 
incensed than they have been in 
some time is beyond dispute. 

Mayor Peters Indignant. 

Mayor Peters was indignant today 
because of some reports that he 
had received from out,of town. He 
said “in three days of the strike I! 
have not heard of a single case of 
indecency committed upon women. 
I deplore a tendency in some quar- 
ters to distort the facts.”

there will be x compromise. The 


President will not get all that he 
wants, neither will the Republican , 
extremists. The mild reservationists | 
hold the whip hand. The best bet. 
is that the treaty will be ratified | 


with the proposed Lodge reserva- 
‘tions so softened in their wording as 
to make them acceptable to the Mce- 
Cumber group. 


Whether the mild reservations will |

In the 
artillery, especially in the case of 
field guns and light trench mortars, 
training in direct individual 
fire at tanks was considered of 
decisive importance. 


The allotment of special ammu- 
nition to the heavy machine guns 
was increased more extensively. 
Experiments in destroying tanks 
with multiple grenades were car- 
ried out, and all experiences gained 
in fighting them was communi- 
cated to the troops, whose opinions 
were called for. 


Our positions were examined as 
to their liability to attack by 
tanks; traps and stops were made, 
barricades constructed, mines put 
down and anti-tank guns dug in 
at many points. Naturally, the 
extent of these defensive measures 
largeiy depended upon the avail- 
able labor and the views of the 
troops as to the likelihood of tank 
attack. 

The War Ministry kept us 
formed of the progress in the 
manufacture of anti-tank wea- 
pons, which is pushed on unceas- 
ingly. 

Once more I spent much time 
at the front, and in active inter- 
change of ideas with the various 
army headquarters on the tactics 
of offensive fighting, and on the 
attack itself. Many proposals and 
counter proposais, many pros and 
cons were laid before me. I can 
still recall the discussions about 
the barrage and the advanced 
zone. ~ 

Troops Slow in Learning. 

As was my duty, I had to give 
the ultimate decision. The tac- 
tical principles were considered to 
be correct and readily accepted by 
the troops. They left room for in- 
dividual action in all directions. 

I was present at various exer- 
cises, and had conversations with 
many regimental officers. It was 
evidently not easy for the troops 
to adopt the necessary open for- 
mations. We urgently needed ev- 
ery moment of the time, right up 
to the middle of March, which 
was available for training. 

During January and February 
the divisions of the west that 
were intended for the attack were 
taken out of the Line; some of 


in- 


them were replaced by those that 


had come from other’ theaters. 
From this time on they had _ to 
devote themselves entirely ~ to 
training and equipment. 

We were unable to equip all di- 
visions equally with stores and 
horses, and had in the beginning 
to confine ourselves to those who 
were destined to open the attack. 
Similar action was taken in regard 
to the artillery, heavy artillery, 
trench mortars, etc. The horses 
of the shock divisions were giver 
extra forage rations. 

General Headquarters regretted 
that the distinction between “‘at- 
tack” and “trench” divisions be- 
came established in the Army. 
We tried to eradicate it,' without 
being able to alter the situation 
which gave rise to it. 


More Troops Than Allics. 

In the meantime we had grad- 
ually got up everything that could 
be thought of as required for the 
attack. Some divisions were still 
on their way from the East. 

We hoped that the forces that 
we were collecting from all quar- 
ters would enable us to attack on 
a continuous front of over 30 


miles allotting 20 to 30 batteries, 


with trench mortars, to each kil- 
ometer (1100 yards) of front. By 
thinning out at suitable places 
we could extend the front still 
We had at that time 25 to 30 
divisions more than the enemy on 
the whole Western front But 


this was not the actual measure 
of our superiority, which was re- 
duced by the numerous specialist 
arms and territorial troops of the 
enemy, of which we had not such 
large numbers. Even so, our su- 
periority was greater than it had 
ever been, and afforded prospects 
of success. We thought of carry- 
ing out the attack with 50 or 60 
divisions. In order to effect this 
the corresponding weakening of 
other parts of the Western front 
was unavoidable. 


yeneral Headquarters had also 
approached Austria - Hungary. 
The latter had sent batteries, but 
unfortunately with so small an 
amount of ammunition that the 
actual reinforcement did not 
amount to much. Austro-Hun- 
garian divisions were not avail- 
able. Their strengths were too 
slow, and did not. increase again 
until several hundred thousand 
men returned from captivity in 
Russia. The removal of German 
troops from the Italian and East- 
ern fronts, where they had held a 
very considerable portion of the 
line, made heavier demands on 
the Austrian troops, in spite of 
the altered situation. 


Turkish Corps Wasted. 


General Headquarters would 
very much have liked to bring the 
Turkish Fifteenth Corps over to 
the Western front; but the poor 
condition of the Turkish army in- 
duced it to send the corps to Tur- 
key. I regretted this afterwards. 
Enver now had eyes only for the 
Catncasus, and therefore sent it to 
Batum, where it wasted its time 
doing nothing. It would have 
been more useful in the West. 

Ftulgaria wanted its troops on 
the Macedonian front; it could 
prebably, as far as numbers were 
covcerned, have sent troops to the 
Weat, but it could not appreciate 
the importance of a common pros- 
ecrtion of the war. In the past 
it Thad objected tc crossing the 
Danube, and now only unwillingly 
released German tr.ops from Ma- 
cedonia, although it was merely a 
onestion of a few battalions of 
Jarer and some 0bDatteries and 
mountain machine-gun formations. 

The Bulgarian troops that came 
to relieve them from Dobrudja 
were considerably stronger, but 
even then we left some German 
troops behind. The stores belong- 
ing to the German formations were 
left in Bulgaria or replaced by 
special stocks. 

We were well supplied with all 
stores required for carrying on 
operations in the West; but our 
recruiting situation was still very 
serious. Our representations had 
had no result. As a matter of fact, 
in the autumn of 1918, under the 
influence of recent events, the War 
Ministry did release men of the 
home army and the _ garrison 
troops, who could have joined the 
field army sooner. 

Eastern Army Combed Onat. 


General Headquarters still had 
a reserve of its own in the East- 
ern army and the Army of Occu- 
pation in Rumania. As the situa- 
tion became more settled, all men 
under 35 were withdrawn from 
those formations, the strength of 
which was simultaneously reduced, 
so that their fighting value was 
greatly diminished by these meas- 
ures. The special arms and line 
of communication troops formed 
another, though limited, source of 
reinforcements. 

I also tried to extend the sys- 
tem of replacing men by women, 
and a female auxiliary telephone 
corps was to be started.

If these men had been got hold 
of, the recruiting difficulty would 
not have been so great. More re- 
cruits could have been raised if 
only the fighting spirit had been 
stronger at home. It was on this 
spirit that the ultimate decision 
depended—but it failed. 

Losses Matter of Course. 


War consumes men; that is its 
nature. The modern defensive 
battle is more costly than the at- 
tack, one reason more in favor of 
the latter. The months of Au- 
gust, September and October, 1918, 
cost us far more than March, April 
and May of the same year. In 
the earlier months our losses con- 
sisted mainly of slightly wounded 
men, who came back. The prison- 

ers we lost in the defense had to 
be struck off as lost for good. 

That the large masses which 
were led into battle would suffer 
heavy casualties, in spite of all tac- 
tical counter-measures, was un- 
fortunately a matter of course. 

The recruiting difficulties were 
not removed by March, 1918, al- 
though a few hundred thousand 
men were available. They con- 
tinued to be an uncertain factor in 
the tremendous contest. England 

and France had similar difficul- 
ties to contend with. In the au- 
tumn of 1917 the English divisions 
still had 12 battalions; now they 
were reduced to nine. Since the 
Aisne-Champagne battle France 
had disbanded far more than 100 
battalions, as well as territorial 
and tentorial reserve formations. 

The new American formations, 
which could not have much fight- 
ing value, had not yet arrived. The 
submarine war had continued ef- 
fective; we could not estimate the 
amount of tonnage the Entente 
would set aside for transport work. 

Secret Agitation in Army. 

The army had thrown off the de- 
pressing effects of the previous 
year's fighting in the knowledge 
that it was passing from the de- 
fense to the attack. Its morale ap- 
peared completely resiored, but in 
March, 1918, it could not be de- 
nied that secret agitation was mak- 
ing progress here and there. 

When the. 1919 class reached 
the recruit depots, we began to 
receive complaints about its gen- 
eral quality and spirit. Moreover, 
many recruits seemed to have a 
great deal of money, which must 
have greatly embittered the older 
men, who had been a long time in 

the field. : 


Nothing had been done to 
strengthen the war-like spirit at 
home.

In fact, through a 
successful operation against Osel 
and Moonsund, the fleet under Ad- 
miral Schmidt and Admiral 
Behncke, in successful co-opera- 
tion with the army, contributed to 
the final breaking down of the last 
resistance on the part of Russia.

Navy Kept Holland Neutral 


Had it not been for our navy, 
the Northern nations and Holland 
would not have been able to re- 
main neutral under the terrific 
pressure brought to bear upon 
them by the Ententeto force them 
into the war.

In- 
stead, because of mistakes, we lost 
it in the fight off the Falkland 
Islands. 

In support of what I said before 
regarding the cordial relations be- 
tween the British and German na- 
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were no longer the troops of 1914, 
but only a kind of militia with 
much experience of war. The 
enemy was no better. 

Wherever we had attacked with 
similar troops, who were not so 
well trained for the offensive, we 
had won. What we would 
achieve, whether we should break 
through and start a war of move- 
ment, or whether our effort would 
remain a sortie on a large scale, 
was uncertain—like everything in 
war. 

I reported to the Emperor that 
the army Was assembled and well 
prepared to undertake the “big- 
gest task in its history.”

It is questionable what may have 
induced Von Spee, who was in 
every respect an efficient com- 
mander and always careful, to call 
at the Falklands.

Von Spee’s Tragic Death. 

The going down of the German 
crews, with Admiral Graf von Spee 
and his sons at their heads, filled 
the hearts of the whole nation with 
respect and grief. Even our ene- 
mies were obliged to honor these 
men who refused surrender when 
it was offered to them and pre- 
ferred to sink with their ships. 

Capt. Kohler, commander of the 
Karlsruhe, also upheld the best 
tradition of the German navy. Ig- 
noring permission to return to 
home waters, he continued to sail 
the Atlantic, inspiring terror in 
British shipping and destroying 
many merchant vessels. 

I believe the final destruction of 
the Karlsruhe was the result of 
some unsafe explosive taken aboard 
from one of the ships she captured. 
I do not think she was destroyed 
by the enemy 

(British Admiralty reports state 
that the Karlsruhe was torpedoed 
off Trinidad, British West Indies, 
in November, 1914.—Editor’s note.) 

The spirit shown by Admiral 
von Spee’s squadron and the lone 
raiders was the spirit of the Ger- 
man high seas fleet—the fleet 
that was not permitted to strike 
its vital blow for German victory. 

Our defeat in the MHeligoland 
fight marked the first outward 
signs of my estrangement from 
the Kaiser.

The Emperor declared 
that the limbs of a single Pomer- 
anian grenaier were worth more 
to him that the whole of the Bal- 
kans, yet in our Siberian and other 
Balkan campaigns, which were of 
no real value to us, hecatombes 
were sacrificed. 

Spectacular Zeppelin raids were 
hailed as military successes. Their 
value was less than nothing.

Admiral Mueller, 
Chief of the Marine Cabinet, sup- 
ported me in my objections to the 
Zeppelin raids, but they were per- 
sisted in despite our efforts. My 
objection to them was that they 
were childish folly.
